The Osaervatore Romano Tuesday 
published the French Bishops' reply, 

unanimously and entirely apprqving 
the terms of the Pope's encyclical 
aj.'ainst the separation of Chtirch 
and State. The doeiinieiit begins 
with an expression of the I'.isliops' 
satisfaction relative tu the first as- 
sembly of the entira French epl.v 
ccpate for a century, marking the 
historic hour which returns to- the 
Church of France one of it^ deareat 
Hbertiea. The Bishops express their 
gratitude for the opportunity af- 
forded to show their unanimous 
IMttriotism, faith and submission to 
the Pope's will, and recognizes the 
Paiial encyclical as a monument of 
divine and human wisdom, which, 
after judjfing, condemns the sej)arn- 
tion law. The I'.ishops declare them- 
silves happy that they have heen 
Jiidfred worthy to suffer for th* 
faith, and add: "\)ith yon. Holy 
Father, we condemn tiie false prin- 
ciples of the separation of Church 
and Stale. Without previmis eon- 
si'.ltiition with the head of the 
Church, with you we protest against 
the sacrilegious usurpation of eccle- 
siastioal property. We await the 
future vrith eyes turned toward 
Borne." 

The raply eoncludes with the hope 
that the Pope will safeguard the 
rl|;itta*-Of France as the clilest 
daughter of the ( h'irch. and also 
the privilpffos of the protectorate 
o/ the Catholicti lu the Orient.

Having heretofore con- 
di lulled this inii|uitous law, we ex- 
;T;iii.d Willi the "'reaf.-st care its 
liiii.l.s to see if llic.v nermitted the 
' ■ Laiiizotlon of ii li-rioiis life in 
riaiiee without jeoi>ardi/.ing the 
sacred principles of the church." 

.\fier approving the recommenda- 
tions of the French hierarch.v disap- 
proving of the law. the encyclical 
sajs: "Therefore, concerning cult- 
ural asBt>citttIons such as the law 
prescribes, we decree ahsolntelv 
that they can llA be formed without 
a violation of the s,icred rights 
which are the life itself of the 
<1 i.rch. I'littiii!.'' therefore aside 
these associations which our con- 
SM-ience forhids ns to approve it Is 
opi>ortnne to examine if some other 
kind of organization, l>oth legal and 
canonical, con overt the threatened 
dangers to the church." 

••Uiit as this hope fails ns." he con- 
tinues, ••atid the law leiiiains as it 
is, we decdare it is not permissible

They should all be tax- 
payers and have the power to ap- 
point the Superintendent and re- 
move 1 ini for cause.

they paid more than 30,ooo visits to 
a.348 families, numbering upward of 
lo.'XiO persons, in distress.
